of an agroemsnt to purchase DM 700 0 000*000 worth of airanunitien 
£Toa Turkey* and by Krupp being awarded a series of important 
contracts for industrial construction work in Turkoy© 
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German® 5brk friondohip appears to be a historic facto Gorman 
Embassy personnel note with pride that tho first Gorman military 
training mission arrived in Turkey during the middle of tho 
olghtoenth century and was succeeded by oubaoquomt military aia- 
oieno until approximately tho beginning of tbo oocond World Wor 0

After House had readied ’Turkey* the newspapers elatedly an® 
nounoed that the German Parliament !iacl approved the agreement pro® 
viding fer Germany to purchase Pi! 700*000*000 worth of anxciunitioa 
from Turkey* The fact that Germany was buying finished manufactured 
goods from Turkey was a considerable boost te "Turkish ego 0 En® 
thusiaem for Germany was given additional encouragement a few dayo 
later with the report that tiio German Central Bank had received 
for Turkey's account* as down payment on the above contract* the 
sum of DM 250*000* 000 * Ihio down payment was even credited with 
causing a slight strengthening of the Turkish lira's free market 
rats* 

Editorial oemnent ©n Heuss* visit was filled with admiration 
of Germany© For oxomplo* Falih Atay vr ©te in DUNYA (RPP): "It 

is not enough t© admire the German achievements * One can leara 
1 a great deal from it* The President of tills industrious nation 
io now our guest* Ue welcome him with respect and affection* An

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a nd a rapidly progressing Turkey," At the eiune time* in HURe 
RXXKT (IND) Sukru Kaye wrote: "We are happy to vroloorae In our 

country as an henored and e a teemed guest the President of the 
Garrean people* aur ancient and noble friends and old allies, *1110 
tire people have eemmen memories of unhappy times* but it is such 
bitter memories* rather than hap^y oventa that forge unbreakable 
ties between peoples, Turkish and German armies are again united 
an the same front. We elncorely hope that it will not be long 
before the people in the communist dominated Eastern Germany are 
united with their brethren in the West*" 



In striking contrast to the he use visit* which symbolised 
oulturelp historic ties* Krupp arrived on Kay 15 and the press 
presented him as the symbol of German Industry and Comoro#* While 
there has been considerable corr.ent to the effect that Krupp ar- 
rived to exploit the favorable pre-German atmosphere generated by 
Heuss* German Embassy personnel insist there Is no connection* 
and that even they in the Embassy were taken unaware by Krupp*® 
arrival* 

While In Ankara* Krupp has stayed at least part ef the time 
in the Government's off idol guest house* and he has certainly 
been received by meat prominent Turkish Government officials « Ao« 
cording to the press* he has already been awarded an $60*000*000 
0 on tract for the construction of a third furnace at the Karabuk 
steel mill* and a similar large contract for building an Important 
link in the proposed TUrk-Iranian railroad llne 0 In addition* 

Krupp Is reported t# be interested in a succession ef other Turkish 
economic ^*yelep*e*t schemes* including the construction ef a 
1 bridge across the Bosporus at Istanbul 0 Some of these Krupp ven- 
tures are known to bo bona fi<to results of months ef prior nego- 
tiations, The reality~oT~ i some of the other ventures is otill un- 
known, But the general Impression given by the press reports la t 
that Krupp and "Go naan efficiency" are combined In providing in- 
valuable help to the development of Turkey's so enemy, (The eco- 
nomic phase ef Krupp 's visit will bo covered in a separate despatch). 
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
